iill.9 in winter.

suddenly tripped her, and for a time id 
was impossible for her to get up.

vessels wer« boarded and examined 
This Item of worfe varies from yeai 
to year, being proportioned generally to 
the activity of ocean and lake commerce. 
Ol this number 1,425 vessels were fonud 
violating the law In some particular and 
were either seized or reported to the 
proper authorities. The vessels so re- 
ported or seized incurred liability to 
fines, penalties or forfeitures, amount- 
ing to~a-total som of gG04,;75, about 
two-thirds the cost of maintaining the 
service.

for a oew trial, whereupon State's Attor- 
ney Vail remarked tbat he thought be 
would confess tbe motion, but did not 
Tbe convicted murderer, who maintained 
the same coolnees be bad shown through- 
out the ordeal of nine daye, arose and 
was taken back to jail. 


SENTENCED. 


At a few minutes past 4 o'clock, Mr. 


Johns returned to the court room, and 
after securing the attention of Judge 
Hughes, announced that the defense 
withdrew tbe motion for a new trial, and 
asked that sentence be pronounced. Dur- 
bin was again brought over from the jail. 
He stood up before the Judge, and hav- 
ing nothing to say, tbe court proceeded 
to complete the will of the jury, 08 fol- 
lows: 


'The sentence of the court is that you 


be confined in the penitentiary at Jol- 
iet, at hard labor, for the term of 21 
yearp, and that y^u pay cost of prosecu- 
tion." 


The felon then stepped back and was 


taken over to the jail. 


| HOW THB JUBT STOOD. 


Tbe verdict of the jury has occasioned 


more or less comment about town. Gen- 
erally the verdict is considered a victory 
for tbe defense, for they could have bad 
but little hope of doing anything for 
Durbin except saving his neck from the 
rope. It ia cot believed that they had 
any hope of acquittal, and they are not 
shedding any tears over the result. Cer- 
tainly Durbin ought to feel thankful. If 
guilty, he should be bung or kept in prie- 
on for life.

It was not until just before the uooii

Then the jury had to 
agree upon the punishment, and those 
who were for acquittal would not enter- 
tstn any proposition for a term longer 
than 14 years, but all finally compromised 
ed on '21 years.

George 0. Miln, who essayed tfie char- 


acter of Hamlet, last night, before a 
small audience, five years ago was con- 
sidered a dramatic preacher in the Uni- 
tarian pulpit at Chicago. For four years 
be has trod the stage in tragic roles, but 
he has been unable to throw off tbe 
preacher air and tones, and falls far short 
of ever becoming a popular tragedian. 
He has worked bard and plackily to suc- 
ceed, bat bis gloomy pulpit mannerisms 
are not such as will place him on a level 
with any of the tragedians who have vis- 
ited Deoatur. It is simply ridiculous to 
compare bis weak, unfinished acting with 
tbat of Booth or Forrest. To our no- 
tion, tbe Hila school of acting is not 
what Decatur lovers of the legitimate de- 
sire to witness.
